The publishers in Eng- 
land are the wealthiest dass, and several of them are Members of Parliament, and have great influence 
with the Crovm, and we therefore saw the product of our four years' labour and immense sums of mon«y 
slipping through our fingers with consternation, a copy of the proceedings of these several meetings 
were sent us to America, and we at once applied to the British Minister, at Washington, to know if we 
could not, although an alien, compile a map of the British Isles from ordnance survey maps, and export 
the map for sale into England, and he decided we could not. We therefore applied to Earl Bussell, and 
after months of delay, the decision came back in our favour, as may be seen on the next page by a/M iUnUe 
of the reply received ttom the War Office of Her Mt^esty's Government, dated Id May, 1806.

We have not asked a copyright in England, for this map, for had we 
done so, we should have been compelled to print and publish every copy in England^ as England protects 
her mechanics and artists, as fiEur as is in her power, and we could not have cokfrtd tho map in England for 
the price we ask for the complete map, therefore each copy is made in America, and for the first time in 
the history of the world, America commences the task of educating Europe in geographical knowledgs, 
and at such a low price, as to come within the reach of almost every peasant. '.
